In m any youthful m inds there is a belief th at the end of the 
high school or the college course completes the educational process, 
th a t the intellectual equipment for life's continuing struggle has been 
gained and th at there rem ains only the formality of going forth to cer­ 
tain conquest. 
Thoughtful adults know this is far from the case, and in response 
to a growing demand from men and women in business and the profes­ 
sions, high schools and universities throughout the country are m ak­ 
ing increased provision for those who realize that educated men and 
women are those who never stop learning.

Sept. 13.—The th e ­ 
ory th at the less police protection 
ill a city the more the am ount of 
crim e is no* hom e ouf in the < a sc 
of New Castle, according to a study 
just completed by the Federal B u­ 
reau of Investigation. 
New Castle, in 1936, had 43 police 
d ep a rtm e n t employees, equivalent to 
9 for everv 10.000 residents, whereas 
the other 180 cities of sim ilar size 
in the country retained forces of 12 
per 10.000 inhabitants. 
Despite its .m allei police d ep art­ 
m ent. New Castle has less law vio­ 
lation th an most of the other 185 
cities 
There were 458 crim es of all 
sorts in the- city during 1936. or the 


equivalent of 10.6 for every member 
on the force. 
In the other cities, 
however, there were 11.1 offenses 
per police employee. 
The F B I. shows, from its survey 
of 2,060 cities, that in the smaller 
comm unities, from 2.500 to 25,000 
population, the police 
forces run 
small, about 11 members for 10,000 
people. 
In the largest cities, over 
250.000, the average is 21 policemen 
lor 10.000. 
On the whole, from the crime 
data, the ‘more police less crim e” 
theory is disproved since the small 
cities have the smaller crime prob­ 
lems.

There are times and situations when it 
becomes difficult or impossible to accomplish 
or achieve plans which should prove benefi­ 
cial to all or only a certain part of his consti­ 
tuency; hut it should always be remembered 
that his is the MINOR position; that his duty 
lies in SERVICE to the people—not as a boss 
or political demagogue. 


In more than three years service as Di­ 
rector of Streets this has been my guiding 
principle. 
With weather conditions as they have been tor several 
months it has been impossible to give prompt service to all parts of the 
city. 
However, this department will continue to do its best with a limit­ 
ed equipment, sufficient under normal conditions, but at present badly 
overloaded. 


There is much work yet to be done in several sections of the city 
where street paving has been requested. 
Our engineering department 
has shown marked ability and success in establishing grades and super­ 
vising such improvement. 
This work will he continued. 


Should you be convinced the street department under present man­ 
agement is doing efficient work, 1 ask your continued support.

Diplomatic advices from Rome in­ 
dicate that the Italian government 
views the plan as setting a prece­ 
dent making Italy an inferior in ­ 
stead of a jamor power in the M ed­ 
iterranean. Moreover, according to 
the Roman outlook, Nyon provides 
an excellent pretext for adding to 
British and French naval strength 
in the Mediterranean, where Italy 
has always held that she should be 
entitled to parity.

Approved by President Roosevelt, 
the new program was proposed and 
put into effect by the Federal R e­ 
serve board with the aid of Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Morgen than. 
Its purpose is to ease the money 
market, 
make 
additional 
millions 
available for loans for fall business, 
strengthen 
sagging 
government 
bond prices and to stop the post- 
Labor Day downward spiral of Wall 
Street stock prices. 
It is a direct reversal of the policy 
of artificially tightening the money 
market, which was placed in effect 
within the last year when the Fed­ 
eral Reserve board raised to the 
maximum the reserve requirements 
of member banks and the treasury 
instituted the gold sterilization pro­ 
gram. 
The program is expected to make 
it passible for the treasury to float 
additional new money borrowing se­ 
curities a t reasonable interest rates, 
relieve banks of federal obligations 
to give them cash to make commer­ 
cial loans. 
In addition, government officials 
hope that it will permit m any in ­ 
dustrial concerns, which have post­ 
poned offerings of securities to in ­ 
vestors because of the tight money 
market, to seek the new capital.

A large fraction of the horizon of 
Shanghai was blotted'by smoke ris­ 
ing h a lf - w a y into the sky, while be­ 
neath, 
bright 
patches of 
flames 
marked the blazing war front. 
An im portant part of the war is 
still being fought in a section of the 
city as big and as densely populated 
as Brooklyn. 
Nobody knows who sets the fires, 
but wherever the Chinese are forced 
to fall back, the flames leap up and 
check the Japanese advance 
Already enough 
buildings 
have 
been destroyed to make a great city, ; 
j even though the International Set- 
j tlement remains relatively untouch­ 
ed. 
Only one Chinese mill within 
t the settlement is now’ burning. 
T hat the Chinese manage to con- j 
tinue to resist is almost incredible, 
in the face of the terrific pounding 
they are receiving. 
First come the 
Japanese 
naval 
guns, six and eight-inch weapons, 
throwing tons of steel and high ex­ 
plosives for ten or 20 miles from 
cruisers and destroyers in the Y ang­ 
tze and Whangpoo rivers. 
Second are the Japanese heavv 
field guns, multiplying the blows of 
the warships. 
Third is the day-long, continual 
air bom bardm ent with the largest 
high-explosive 
and

bombs, which throw debris hundreds 
of feet into the air and shatter rows 
of houses in a single explosion.

PAYS DIVIDENDS 
M any turf en th u siasts are o b ta in ­ 
ing better results th a n ever before 
by fertilizing th eir grass in the fall. 
H eretofore little 
understood, 
the 
principles governing this change of 
procedure are sound 
and 
logical. 
T urf research, still an in fan t, h as 
nevertheless brought to light som e 
new and different ideas. 
Grass plants generally build a new 
root system each 
year, 
m ost 
of 
which is developed in the fall when 
/rowing conditions 
are 
naturally 
food. 
Since fertilizers assist grasses 
o develop . 
sod. is it not logical 
.hat an application during this fall 
period of root growth should assist 
in the production of an even heavier 
root system ? 
Part of the fertility 
is used im m ediately, part of it is re­ 
tained by the .soil and is available 
early m the spring when the grasses 
begin growth long before we or­ 
dinarily think of working on 
the 
lawn. Most weeds are through grow­ 
ing for the year by early fall and 
hence receive no benefit from this 
fall application which the grass can 
use with little or no com petition. 
As in fertilizing a new lawn, the 
established lawn is most benefited 
by the application of a 
com plete 
fertilizer, such as a 4-12-4, 5-10-5. 
5-12-3 or sim ilar analyses. 
This is 


applicable to most turf areas, such 
as athletic fields, cemeteries, parks, 
and fairways. 
The rate of appli­ 
cation may differ som ew hat with 
soil type and type of turf but, as a 
general rule, 25 pounds 
to 
1.000 
square feet 
<1,000 pounds 
to 
the 
a c r e is sufficient and, if repeated 
each full, will build a strong, dense, 
deep-rooted turf. 
Applied when the grass is dry and 
watered in well im m ediately there 
i 
little danger of burning. 
A light 
burn is of .o consequence since the 
grass quickly recovers. 
Of greatest 
importance is that of applying the 
m aterial evenly. 
Spotty application 
makes a 
ragged-looking turf and 
may cause severe burning. 


ARRANGE HAIR TO St IT FACE

conspicuous. 
The apparent width of your face 
can be decreased by arranging the 
hair to cover a part of the cheeks or 
by parting the hair on the side but 
near the center. 
A heavy Jaw can be made less no­ 
ticeable by combing the hair ro as 
to expose you" forehead. 
Short fat necks look shorter :han

CAN CONTROL TERM ITES, EN­ 
EMIES OF BUILDING 
Term ites, feared for their attacks 
j on buildings, can be controlled 
Since contact with moisture in the 
ground is essential to the develop­ 
m ent of the term ites, the replace­ 
m ent of supporting timbers with 
iron, masonry or concrete uprights 
will result In the death of the col- 
I ony. 
The development of a term ite col­ 
on 
is slow . 
W hile they know seri­ 
ous harm is done to buildings, yet 
authorities are agreed that sudden 
j destructive dam age does not occur, 
j Suppression of this pest is possible 
! by considering certain factors rela­ 
tive to the habits of the insect and 
¡then proceeding with control in an 
orderly fashion. 
j 
In addition to preventive m eas­ 
ures used in building the structure, 
there are chem ical m ethods for con­ 
trolling term ites. 
Circular No. 187, 
“Term ite Control for Pennsylvania ”, 
has been issued by the Pennsylvania 
State college agricultural extension 
service to give helpful inform ation 
on this problem. 
This circular may 
be obtained at the Agricultural E x­ 
tension Office, No. 208 Post Office 
building. New Castle, Pa. 


TEMPORARY SILOS CAN BE 
USED FOR SURPLUS 
Silo filling tim e soon will be here. 
Many Lawrence county dairym en 
with more corn than they can get 
into their silo will raise the ques­ 
tion as to the best way to handle 
this surplus ensilage corn. 
A tem porary silo is the best a n ­ 
swer to this question. 
The m ost 
popular temporary' silo is made of 
snow fencing material and 
lined 
with a treated rough paper. 
The 
size of such a silo will depend on 
! the amount of corn to ensile. 
Such 
i a silo should be no higher than its 
! diameter. 
A 12 by 12-foot silo will 


J hold approxim ately 15 tons of en- 
' silage and a 16 by 16-foot silo will 
hold about 40 tons. 
In constructing a silo of this type 
1 the ground should be carefully lev- 
j eled in a circle of the size required. 
For a 16-foot silo the fencing should 
be 
cut 
in 
50-foot 
lengths 
and 
stretched a little to get the kinks j 
out of the wire. 
Set 
the fencing 
on end around the circle and wire 
the 
ends carefully together. 
Cut 
the paper in 14-foot lengths and set 
on edge turned in a few inches in 
order to keep out tHe air around 
the bottom 
The top of thr paper 
can be kept in place temporarily : 
with clothes pins. 
Do not fasten 
the paper perm anently to the fenc­ 
ing. 
No covering on the ground is 
required. 
As soon as the first 
section 
is ; 
com pleted filling m ay begin. 
The 
Silage should be thoroughly tramp* d 
with the center kept higher than ! 
the outer edge. 
When the first sec- * 
tion Is nearly full, the second sec­ 
tion should be added with a lap of 
2 to 4 inches inside the first section. 
To hold 
the second section in 
place temporarily, it should be tied 
to the first section 
with 
binder i 
twine between every seventh and ;

The ends of the section 
should be carefully wired together. 
W heio Joints occur the fencing in 
all cases should be out.slde the over­ 
lapping paper of the section below. 
'Phe second section of paper should 
be inside the first section with lap 
enough to make a tight Joint. 
The 
clothes pins are moved up to hold 
the paper of the second section. 
Before the filling of the second 
section begins, two strands of No. 9 
wire should be fastened around the 
first section for reinforcem ent. One 
or two strands of the sam e kind of 
wire should be placed around the 
second section before starting to fill 
the third section. 
W hen the second 
section Is nearly filled, the binder 
tw ine holding the sections together 
should be cut so as not to Interfere 
with proper settling. 
When the silo is full and feeding 
is not to begin at once the top 
should be well tramped daily for a 
few days and oats sown to aid in 
keeping out the air. 
Another and 
perhaps a better way of sealing the 
top is to cover with heavy paper 
over which is packed several inches 
of cut straw in which oats may be 
sown. 
No doors are provided 
in 
these 
silos. 
The ensilage is removed by 
throwing out over Ihe top. 
As the 
ensilage is removed each section of 
fencing is taken down and rolled 
up. 
It may be possible to save some 
of the paper, but usually the paper 
needs to be replaced if the silo is to 
be used another year.

and enough acid to make good jel­ 
lies if the correct amount of sugar 
is u s e d . 
Too much sugar in propor­ 
tion to the juice Is perhaps the most 
common fault and will produce a 
runny, unattractive jelly. 
Usually 
three-fourths cup of sugar to one 
cup of juice is a safe proportion. 
Some fruits are a good source of 
acid but are low 
in pectin so. to 
make a good jelly, apple juice must 
be added to supply pectin 
Grape 
is another fruit juice high in pectin 
which may be added. 
Homemade 
apple or orange pectin is convenient 
to use for fruits low in pectin Liquid 
or powdered pectin may 
be 
pur­ 
chased and used also. 
W hen using fruits low in acid, add 
one-third cup of lemon juice, or the 
sarrt« amount of juice 
from 
wild 
grapes, to each quart of fruit juiee. 
Fruit juices should taste tort or as 
tart as one teaspoon of lemon juice 
mixed with three tablespoons of wa­ 
ter. 
Miss Vogle suggests a few simple 
rules which when followed produce 
good jelly: 
Use slightly underripe fruits be­ 
cause they contain more pectin than 
ripe fruits. 
Add just enough water to cover 
fruit and boil as quickly as possible, 
using a broad bottomed kettle 
Add correct am ount of sugar to 
fruit juice, and bring to the jelly 
stage rapidly. 
W hen the jcllv stage is reached, 
remove from the fire and pour it 
im m ediately
